Is there any chance that the Westchester BID would consider paying for 
the maintenance? I believe that the Gateway to LA BID currently maintains 
their medians and pay a contractor to do the work. 

We have a CD-11 staff meeting with Street Services next Tuesday. The GM is 
suppose to attend to explain the cuts we have to deal with in the new 
budget. This meeting will be a perfect opportunity for me to ask if there is a 
way that the City can save money by transferring all the maintenance 
responsibilities to the Westchester BID.
